Glossary of Continuing Education and Training Terms and Requirements: 
 
Administration Training – Education in the internal workings of a building department.  This includes 
training on permit processing and tracking, budgeting, staffing, supervising, managing and public service 
issues.  Minimum requirement of 12 hours. 
 
Legal Training – Education in the aspects of code enforcement affected by, and pertaining to, the legal 
rights, obligations, liabilities, and immunities of code-enforcement staff, building owners, and contractors.  
Minimum requirement of 12 hours. 
 
Technical Training – Education in aspects of code enforcement relating to the interpretation and 
enforcement of specific technical requirements as defined in the text of the various model codes.  Minimum 
requirement of 60 hours. 
 
Mentored Training – One-on-one education in several aspects of code enforcement, including technical, 
legal, and administration.  A common mentoring technique involves a senior field inspector accompanying 
a junior field inspector to provide construction-site instruction on specific issues and conditions about 
performing inspections.  Minimum requirement of 12 hours.
